THE LATEST OF MANY SUCH CASES. 


The Corn Exchange National Bank, the 
Northwestern National, and the America 
National are to be combined into one insti- 
tution with Ernest A. Hamill, head of the 
Corn Exchange, as President. The arrange- 
ments for the consolidation of the three have 
just been completed, and while some of the 
details are yet to be worked out the general 
plan has been arranged to the satisfaction 
of the different interests. Official notices 
will be issued soon. In effect, the Corn Ex- 
change will absorb the two others, as it 
Alone of the three will preserve its identity. 

The plan of financing the transaction in- 
yolves an increase in the capital stock of the 
Corn Exchange from $1,000,000 to $2,000,0000 
in order to provide properly for the new in- 

yterests which will be admitted. The sur- 
plus will be $1,000,000, its present figure, and 
the undivided profits will be increased from 
$350,000 to $500,000. The combined deposits 
of the three institutions, at the time of the 
last statements to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, were $33,000,000. That will make the 
enlarged bank the second national institu- 
tion in the city in point of deposits, the First 
National being largest. 


Buy Mrs. Sturges’ Shares. 

In connection with the arrangements it is 
learned that recently the holdings of Mrs. 
Mary D. Sturges in the Northwestern Na- 
onal Bank were purchased by a syndicate 
acting in the interest of the Corn Exchange 
Bank. Mrs. Sturges held 7,100 shares of 
Horthwestern National stock, and was con- 
sidered practically the owner of the bank.

Cleveland, O., July 13.—I[Spectal. I— Senator 
M. A. Hanna gave out today a list of the 
names of the members of the Executive com- . 
mittee which will manage the Republican 
national campaign. The list is given above. 
New York gets two men on the committee, 
Bliss and Gibbs. This is a recognition of 
both the Platt and anti-Platt factions in 
that State. Mr. Bliss and Senator Platt 
have no love for each other. Fred 8. Gibbs 
is part of the State machine which is con- 
trolled by Senator Platt. This reduces the 
ill feeling between the opposing factions. 
The only surprise in the committee is the 
name of Franklin Murphy of New Jersey. 
He has been the chairman of the Republican 
committee of that State and is prominent in 
political matters, but nobody had heard of 
him in this connection until this morning. 
Hanna has been unusually secretive about 
the makeup of this all important organiza- 
tion. He has told nobody of his intentions, 
simply inviting the members to meet him 
here and go to Canton to witness the cere- 
monies there yesterday. | 


Government Loses Heath. 


The members of the new committee were 
all here today, with the exception of Mr. 
Manley, who met with an accident and is 
confined at his home in Augusta, Me. 

Perry 8. Heath, the. new Secretary, will 
resign the Assistant Postmaster General- 
ship he holds within a few days. Such of 
the National committéemen as were in Can- 
ton yesterday told President McKinley that 
they needed Heath more than the govern- 
ment did. 

The President was disinclined to let Heath 
go, but they were insistent on the proposi- 
tion and the President finally gave his con- 
sent, so Mr. Heath will at once step out of 
the government employ and go to Chicago 
tonight to begin the duties incident to his 
new office. Payne, Kerens, Stewart, and 
New go with him. 

A glance at the committee reveals that 
there is not a man on it from west of the 
Missouri River. Nebraska, Kansas, Colo- . 
rado, and the Pacific coast are without rep- 
resentation. New York, Indiana, Missouri, 
Illinois, West Virginia, and Wisconsin are 
provided for, and Indiana, like New York, 
doubly so. 

The New York headquarters have been 
engaged by wire. They are the same used 
by the committee four years ago, in the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Building, on 
Madison -square. 


Plans of the Committee.

Hanecy Is Tossed Overboard by the 


Leaders—New Choice Is a Friend of | 


‘Lorimer, Having Given a Carriage 
and Team to Him — Congressman 
Works Against the Anti-Oleomar- 
garine Bill—Length of His Repub- 
licanism Questioned. an 


William J. Moxley of the Eleventh Ward, 
butterine manufacturer and maker and 
seller of ice cream in wholesale lots, has 
been determined on as the candidate of the 
Republican machine for the nomination for 
Mayor next spring. Mr. Moxley is the per- 
sonal choice, as he is the personal friend, of 
Congressman Lorimer, and the machine be- 
eves the convention will be only too glad 
to do whatever Congressman Lorimer wants 
done. * 

After the defeat of Judge Hanecy last 
June it was given out that the Mayoralty 
nomination would be tendered to him as 
a sort of consolation purse. This idea was 
allowed to float around without dental until 
it had become fixed firmly in the minds of 
some of the lesser politicians, and Judge 
Hanecy has been in receipt of all sorts of at- 
tentions from them in consequence. 

It appears, however, that Congressman 
Lorimer and his friends had other plans, 
and Mr. Moxley is the man who is to be sent 
to the front when the time comes. It has 
not arrived, but formal announcement of 
his candidacy will be made when it does. 


Moxley’s Debut in Politics. 

Mr. Moxley’s first appearance in Repub- 
lican politics was last spring, when the 
primary fight was on for the selection of 
delegates to the Peoria, convention. He es- 
poused the Hanecy side in the Eleventh 
Ward, not for the sake of the Judge, but 
on account of Congressman Lofimer, by 
whom he stands on all occasions. He be- 
came the candidate of the Hanecy faction 
in the ward for member of the County Cen- 
tral committee, and won. He and his friends 
carried the ward for Hanecy against Carter, 


and Mr. Moxiey not only was made the com- 


mitteeman but was nominated for Presi- 
dential Elector from the Fifth Congressional 
District. 

Congressman Lorimer’s idea is to press 
him still further to the front by giving him 
the nomination for Mayor, and doing his best 
to elect him. During the recent primary 
fight in the ward his opponents raised the 
ery that his conversion to Repub.icanism 
was too recent to entitle him to an election 
even as ward committeeman, and it was 
charged he had been a Democrat up to within 
a year. This is declared by Mr. Moxley and 
his friends to be a mistake, and ft is acknow!l- 
edged generally that whatever may have 
been his past political affiliations he voted 
for McKinley.in 1896 and has acted with 
the party ever since. . 


Evidence of the Friendship. 

Mr. Moxley is a butterine manufacturer 
and a great friend of Congressman Lorimer. 
His liking for the Congressman impelled 
him some time ago to purchase and present 
to the latter as handsome a carriage and fine 
a team of horses as one would wish to own, 
even in Washington. On the other hand, 
the liking of the Congressman for Mr. Mox- 
ley may have had something to do with the 
energy and ability which Mr. Lorimer 
showed in Washington in warding off legis- 
lation which was directed especiall¥ against 
the butterine industry. At any rate, the 
two are close personal friends, and were Mr. 
Moxley to be elected Mabor Cohgressman 
Lorimer certainly would be persona gratis- 
sima at the City Hall in his term of office. 

The argument which is to be made in favor 
of the nomination and election of Mr. Moxley 
is that he is a successful business-man whe 


would give the city a business administra- 


tion. His residence on the West Side is 
claimed as in his favor, as that side is anx- 
ious to have a Mayor once more. ,

ON TUNNEL ELEVEN HOURS. 


Vessel Finds the Washington Street 
Hump Too Great an Obstacle and 
| So Rests There. 


The steamer Hesper, with a cargo of coal 
from Lake Erie, spent éleven hours yester- 
day aground on the Washington street tun- 
nel. The result, in addition to delay for the 
vessel itself, was that navigation in the river 
was partly blocked. The Hesper was on its 
way to the dock at Canal street when it 
stuck on the subway at 1:30 o clock a. m. 

Two tugs tried to release the vessel. After 
three hours’ work they were forced toaban- . 
don the task. 

Efforts were then made to have the con- 
trolling works at Lockport closed to raise 
the depth of the water in the river. A marine 
man called on the Sanitary board at an early 
hour this morning for this purpose. If the 
river level was not raised it was considered 
likely that part of the Hesper’s cargo would 
have to be lightered. The water was at 
about its nermal depth, and there was no 
chance of its increasing in depth from nat- 
ural causes. This sometimes results from 
a north wind, but as the wind has held steady } 
from that direction for several days the 
water has reached its greatest Height from 
this cause. 

The Hesper was loaded to a depth of six- 
teen feet eight inches. This is about the 
usual depth of water on the Washington 
street tunnel. . 

The Hesper blocked the passage of deep- 
laden boats up and down the South Branch, 
The east side of the Washington street sub- 
way averages one foot less in depth than the 
west draw. This throws all the heay traffic 
to the west side of the river. 

The Hesper is owned by M. A. Bradley of 
Cleveland. It is 260 feet on keel with a beam 
of 41 feet. It has a gross tonnage of 1,858. 

The steamer was finally towed off by the 
tug Dickinson. | = 

Captain J. G. Keith, Vice President of the 
Lake Carriers’ association, is preparing a 
protest against the current in the river 
caused by the opening of the drainage canal. 
In support of his position he is gathering 
statements from vessel-owners covering the 
damage they have suffered since the current 
was started. The main complaints are based 
upon the great increase in tug bills and the 
lessened capacity of vessels on account of the 
lowering of the water up the South Branch. 
The decrease in cargoes over Washington 
street tunnel is said to be between 5 and 10 
per cent. The increase in tug bills is over 
50 per cent. It is likely the protest will be 
sent direct to the Secretary of War.

TRIES TO ROB: 18 SHOR. 


TWO HOLDUP MEN, FIRES. 


Police Say This Is the Name of Citizen 
Who Seriously Wounds Highway- 
man After a Hard Struggle te De- 
fend Himself from a Beating—They 
Arrest Max Switzhall as Accomplice, 
but He Denies That He Is Guilty—In- 
jured Man Not Identified. 


A citizen whose name and address are 
given by the police as Edward McKenzie, 
3237 Lake Park avenue, shot and probably 
fatally wounded a holdup man, as yet 
unidentified, at 10 o'clock last night at Butler 
and Twenty-fifth streets. 

Mr. McKenzie was walking in Twenty- 
fifth street when two men jumped from the 
shadow of a building and attacked him. Mc- 
Kenzie was not prepared for the assault and 
was unable to defend himself from the first 
blows. He struggled as well as he could 
with the assailants, grappling one of them 
and falling to the ground with him in the 
fight. 

The other holdup man tried to hold Mr. Mo- 
Kenzie's hands, but the latter prevented him. 
The two struck him a number ot times in 
the face while he was on the ground, but 
he fought pluckily and dealt a number of 
heavy blows. His resistance was so vigor- 
ous that he beat the men off and drew a re- 
volver, firing at the man closest to him. 

The man fell in the street and Mr. McKen- 
zie shot at the other man, who then fled.

Find Holdup Man Lying Wounded.

“If tt should turn out to be true, as seems | 


to be the case tonight, that the foreign rep- 
resentatives in China have been killed, one 
dan only say in point of view of international 


Jaw that it is the most audacious and dread- 


ful crime known in history. It is obvious, if 


it is true, that there must be a complete 


wiping out of those who are responsible and 


the establishment of a power that will pro- 


tect foreign representatives.” 

Dr. Angell then gave à history of the 
causes which led up to the trouble and the 
situation as the Chinaman looks upon it as 
Well as the views of the foreigners. He 
closed as follows: 

What will the powers do? Thesituation 
is embarrassing.’ There is no doubt what 
they will do, and it will be in the end to se- 
cure a safe residence in Pekin of every for- 


eigner. even if they have to destroy the whole 


ef China. I do not believe that there is a 
nation which has a representative there 
which will be content with less than that. 

“ Secondly, the powers will secure an in- 
demnity for all losses incurred. Thirdly, if 
the Empress and her advisers are found to 
be responsible for the troubles the powers 
will clean out the whole establishment. 

“I for one, hope that the integrity of the 
Chinese nation will be upheld. I should be 
sorry to see China broken up. It is best for 
her and best for the world that China be not 
dismembered, and I am glad that this gov- 
ernment and the British government take 
this view of the matter. 

„It would be a misfortune to the powers if 
China is-broken up, as it would mean that 
the powers would be involved in war be- 
tween those parts which constitute it. : 

“I am well pleased with the admirable’ 
manner in which our Secretary of State has 
conducted himself. He has shown himself 
to be a leader for the great powers rather 
than a follower of them. His suggestion 
made to the powers in regard to the integrity 


| of China is looked upon by them in the 


spirit in which it was given, and I believe if 
they should unite upon this course it will be 
due in no small degree to the great leader- 
ship ef Secretary Hay.“

BERLIN, July 13.—The high protectionist 
press of Berlin expresses the opinion that the 
United States has made concessions in the 
new commercial treaty because the passage 
of the meat bill by the Reichstag showed 
America that Germany will henceforth pur- 
sue an equally self-interested policy as 
America has been pursuing, and conse- 
quently has given the American government 
a wholesome fright. 

The Berlin Post says the result of the pas- 
sage of the meat bill is so different fronr 
what the free traders predicted that Ger- 
many now knows how to deal successfully 
with the United States. 


Konitz Newspaper Seized.

HARD FIGHT WITH BOLOMEN. 


Details of Engagements in Which 
Dodd’s Third Cavalry Troop Routed. 
the Filipinos. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—The War de- 
partment has received an interesting report 
from Captain George A. Dodd, Third Cav- 
alry, in regard to operations in northwestern 
Luzon with Troop F of that regiment from 
April 8 to May 3 last. 

Captain Dodd's force, consisting of eighty- 
seven men and ninety-three horses, left Vi- 
gan, the capital of Ilocos Sur Province, on 
April 8 and headed northward. Early on 
the morning of April 15 his command en- 
countered a large party of insurgents under 
Gregorio Aglipay in the mounutains near 
Badoc. 

In a fierce fight, lasting an hour, forty- 
nine insurrectors were killed, four were 
mortally wounded, and forty-four were made 
prisoners. The affray took place in a thick 
jungle, which made the movements of the

ROME, July 13.—The Senate today re- 
solved that Italy's participation in the Chi- 
nese campaign must be equal to that of the 
other powers, and that the expeditian to be 
sent to the far East must be large en to 
warrant an Italian General being sent in 
command. Accordingly two more battalions 
will be dispatched, and General Nava will be 
appointed to the command. General Nava 
has a distinguished military record, in spite 
of the fact that he was taken prisoner at 
Adowal during the Abyssinian war. 


Says Trouble Will Spread. 

Monsignor Piazzoli, the apostolic nuncio 
at Hongkong, has arrived in Milan on his 
return from China, and in an interview about 
the situation says undoubtedly all the for- 
eign legations in Pekin have been destroyed. 
He expects the most serious troubles in 
southern China, where Europe’s greediness 
has been more prominent, and because it is 
the richest section of the empire. He be- 
lieves the insurrection is entirely political 
and not religious, and mistrusts the Viceroy 
of Canton, Li Hung Chang, declaring him a 
hypocrite and an enemy of all Europeans,

RED LAKE, MINNESOTA, 


Danger of an Outbreak Increased by 
the Continued Rites of the Natives— 
Twenty Mounted Men Leave with 
Ammunition for Settlers. 


Solway, Minn., July 18.—The danger of an 
outbreak by the Blanket Indians on Red 
Lake is increasing. The Indian police from 
the agency have gone over to the point where 
the Indians are holding their war dance, and 
it is expected trouble will ensue. Bulletins 


Im Chippewa have been posted warning all 


friendly Indians and whites to remain away 
from the point cr suffer the consequences. 
Twenty mounted men left Solway late last 
night and will proceed to the agency and 
take instructions from Indian Agent Mer- 
cer. The men are all well armed and carry 
each a thousand rounds of extra ammuni- 
tion, which will be distributed among the 
settlers. A petition will be sent to Governor 
Lind tomorrow asking that a detachment of 


) State troops be sent to Red Lake at once. 


The Indians keep up their war dances and 
their shouts can be heard for three miles 
at frequent intervals. They discharge their 
rifles in the air. It is said that a large body 
of reds from the northern part of the State 
has joined forces with the Blanketers, and 
small bands of Indians are joining the main 
body hourly. It is estimated that the entire 
force numbers 300 at present. The squaws 
apd pappooses have been sent north and 
only the young men remain at the point, 

The white settlers at the point are prepar- 
ing’ for an attack. The Indians at the agency 
have assured the whites of their support, but 
it is thought that many of them are going 
over to the Blanketers. 

Nothing has been heard from Captain Mer- 
cer since his departure for Red Lake, and 
fears are entertained for his safety. How- 
ever, he is well able to care for himself, as 
he knows the country perfectly.

Mum ROBBER TS TAKEN. 


RUSE CAPTURES ONE; ANOTHER 
FIGHTS HIS WAY CLEAR, 


Early Morning Battle in St. Louis Be- 
tween Officers and John Nelson, 
Leader of the Bandits Who Held Up 
IMinois Central Passenger in Ken- 

 tueky, George F. Murray of Chicago 
Being Wounded—Two Men in Cus- 
tody Make Confessions. 


St: Louis, Mo., July 13.—{Special. I- TWO 
of the three men who on July 11 rebbed 
the Illinois Central passenger train at Wick- 
life; Ky., are in custody—Michael Doyle at. 
Cairo, III., and Charles Wheeler Barns in 
this city, The third of the robbers, John N. 
Nelson, said to be the leader, made his 
escape in this city this morning, after 
wounding Special Agent George Murray of 
Chicago; Chief of the Illinois Central De- 
tective bureau. More than fifty shots were 
fired. Murray is in a hospital here. He will 
live. 

This afternoon Barnes made a full con- 
fession. He said that he, together with 
John Nelson and a man named Dyer (Doyle 
or Conley), committed the robbery. Dyer, 
he said, came from San Francisco four 
months ago, and the plot was all arranged 
in this city. 

Barnes said he went to the scene of the 
robbery on an Illinois Central train, and 
was joined there by Nelson and Dyer. When 
the train which they had decided to rob 
approached they flagged it. 

Barnes covered the fireman with a re- 
volver, while Nelson and Dyer went through 
the express cars. 


Wives Also Arrested. 

It developed this afternoon that Nelson 
and Barnes are cousins. Their wives, who 
are handsome women and well dressed, are 
being detained by the police. 

Barnes is 25 years of age, smooth shaven, 
and boyish looking. He was dressed in 
faultiess fashion. 

Nelson, said to be the ringleader of the 
band, is well known in the west end of 
St. Louis. He escaped from his boarding- 
house, at 3658 Finney avenue, while the 
place was surrounded with detectives, after 
jumping from a second story window, a 
desperate hand to hand fight with a de- 
tective, and a flight of nearly a mile, bullets 
being sent after him at every jump. 

Michael Doyle, Dyer, or Conley, who was 
brought from San Francisco to St. Louis 
to take part in the robbery and is now under 
arrest at Cairo, made a confession that led 
to the capture of Barnes. 8 

An elaborate trap was laid for Nelson, but 
the hasty act of a St. Louis detective in 
firing at Nelson as he looked out of a window 
3 his room aided the man to escape. 

In making his escape Nelson. who has the 
reputation of being able to throw a coin in 
the air and strike it with a bullet, shot and 

y wounded Murray. 


| Ruse of the Officers. 

The officers sent a note to Barnes purport- 
ins to come from Nelson informing him that 

rs. Nelson had become suddenly ill and 
asking him to come at once. They sent a 
similar note to Nelson. 

A messenger boy was employed to deliver 
the decoy messages, and at 2:80 o'clock this 

orning the party of officers left the four 

urts to make the arrests. Barnes was 
easily taken. , 

From the Barnes house the officers went 
in search of Nelson at 3658 Finney avenue. 
They surrounded the house. Nelson went 
down-stairs to take the message, but evi- 
dently seeing a form in the shadow of a tree 
across the street took alarm and ran back to 
the second floor. 


Robber Jumps from Window. 


Assistant Chief of Detectives Smith, pistol 
in hand, behind the opposite fence. Smith 
fred and Nelson sprang back into the room. 
Smith and the other officers in the rear 
thought Nelson would then attempt to get 
out by the front door and ran to the front 
of the house. That was the opportunity 
Nelson wanted. With a revolver in each 
hand he sprang from the second floor win- 
dow into an olednder bush, which broke his 
fall. 

Special Officer Murray, who was in waiting, 
saw Nelson coming and shifted his pistol 
from his right to his left hand in order to 
have his right free to seize his man. As he 
reached out his arm Nelson fired. The ball 
stunned Murray and he fell on the lawn with- 
out firing a shot. . 

The other officers joined in the pursuit and 
fited as they ran. Nelson staggered as 
though hit by a bullet, but he quickly recov- 
ered and turned and fired five shots into the 
crowd of officers. 

Then he darted into a passageway, turned, 
and emptied a second revolver at the de- 
tectives. The bombardment stopped the offi- 
cers for a moment and Nelson made his es- 
cape.

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MANY IDENTIFY JESTER 


JUSTICE TESTIFIES TO PRISONER’S 
AGITATION IN WICHITA. 


Witnesses Show That Accused and 
Gates Traveled Together in Winter 
of 1871—Suspicious Sounds Heard at 
Night, Which Jester Explains by 

Saying He Had Nightmare and 
Choked Companion—Defense Seeks 
Evidence of Death by Drowning. 


* 


New London, Mo., July 13.—[Special. 1— 
The court resumed its labors in the Jester 
trial this morning at 8:30 o'clock. O. G. 
Jacobs of Wichita, Kas.; S. I. Perrin of 
Sedgwick County, Kas.; A. P. Dodge, 
justice of the peace of the court in which 
Jester had his preliminary examination at 
Wichita in 1871, all testified to having known 
Jester, stating that they witnessed the pris- 
oner’s actions when powder was discovered 
in Gilbert Gates’ vest pocket; that he was 
agitated and disconcerted. 

J. C. Temple.of Renick, Mo., said he saw 
Jester and Gates go through Renick in 1871 
with the buffalo calf. and deer in the wagon. 
They had two teams and wagons. He bought 
some jerked buffalo beef froni them. They 
left him, saying that they intended to Sep- 
arate soon. 


Jester Has WVightmare. 

J. B. Dulaney of Randolph County said he 
remembered that the winter of 1871 was 
cold, with snow on the ground. He remem- 
bered two men that camped near his farm 
on Jan. 24, 1871. 

“I remember the day,” he sald, because 


I had a son born on that day. The campers 


had a buffalo calf and gave their names as 
Alexander Jester and Gilbert Gates.“ 

Shown a picture of Gilbert, he recognized it 
as the young man he had seen with Jester. 
On that night Mr. Dulaney was awakened 
by his wife, she hearing a noise at the camp. 
Going to the camp next morning, Jester told 
him that he was dreaming and that in his 
dream he choked the young man, explaining 
that it was the result of a nightmare. Jester 
and Gates drove off early that morning. He 
recognized Jester, at the bar, as the man 
who told him about having the dream and 
choking Gates. 

When court reconvened this afternoon Jes- 
ter's daughter, Mrs. Alice Kimbrough of 
Norman, Ok. T., took a seat by her aged 
father. The old man kissed her, his frame 
trembling and his eyes filling with tears. 


When Walker, former Sheriff of Sedgwick 


County, Kas., arrested Jester in 1871 Jester 
asked: Gentlemen, what in the world is 
the matter? He told him he was arrested 
for the murder of Gilbert Gates. Jester was 


much agitated, but said nothing. He found. 


with Jester the clothing, gun, watch, har- 
ness, etc., belonging to Gilbert Gates. 
James Moore of Rich Hill, Mo., a nephew 
of Alexander Jester, said he traveled from 
Indiana to Kansas with Jester when A. A. 


Gates, father of Gilbert, captured Jester, 


and that Gates took a hat off his head which. 
he said belonged to his son. He also took 
a pair of trousers, a watch, vest, hat, and a 
couple of shirts which he said Jester had 
taken from Gilbert, at: 

Mrs. Irene Dulaney of Randolph County 
said Jester and Gates camped within 100 
yards of her house in January, 1871. During 
the night she heard a strange noise, like 
some one in distress. The noise came from 
the camp. Next morning her husband asked 
Jester what that noise meant. He told him 
that he (Jester) had a dream, or nightmare, 
and was choking Gates. 

The testimony of John Dulaney of Perry, 
Oklahoma: J. F. Scott of Norbonne, and Sam 
Nane of Madison, all of whom lived at near 
Middle Grove, Mo., in 1871, proved that Jes- 
ter and Gates passed through that county 
in wagons on Jan. 24, 1871, and that they had 
a buffalo calf, which they were exhibiting. 
The witnesses all identified Jester as the 
same man they saw with Gilbert Gates while 
they were traveling through Monroe County. 


To Claim Gates Was Drowned. ~ 


St. Louis, Mo., July 13.—A private detective 
employed by the friends of Alexander Jester, 
now on trial at New Lendon, Mo., called at 
the morgue today in search of records to 
show that Gilbert Gates, whom Jester is 
charged with having murdered, was taken 
from the river at the time he was supposed 
to have been murdered. 

The records at the morgue extend only as 
far back as 1875, three years after young 
Gates’ disappearance. The detective then 
called on several of the oldest undertakers 
in the city, but, though some of them had a 
vague recollection of such a discovery, none 
of. them could give positive data. The de- 
fense will attempt to show that Gates was 
drowned at the time when he is said to have 
been murdered. 


FEAR FOR JOHN F. WOLLENSAK. 


Wealthy Hardware Merchant Has Not 
Been Heard From Since He Left for 
California Last Decem ber. 


It is feared that John F. Wollensak, the 
wealthy hardware merchant, who left the 
city last December for California, is either 
a victim of foul play or has become mentally 
unbalanced. No word 2 been received 
from Mr. Wollensak by his friends or busi- 
ness associates since his departure, and no 
funds have been withdrawn by him from 
his banking account. The money due him 
from Morley Bros.’ Saddlery company for 
rent of Ris eight-story building, 38-44 Canal 
street, since December amounts to hundreds 
of dollars. Checks which have been made 
out each month by the Morley company 
await his return or request for forwardance, 
and checks from other firms for hardware 
supplies furnished them lie in the mail 
shoved through the letter drop of his storage 
office door. Mr. Wollensak’s office has not 
been opened since his departure, and on the 
outside hangs a sign bearing the inscription: 
“ Retired from Business.“ 


No alarm was felt at Mr. Wollensak’s ab- 


sence by any of his friends or family until 
a week ago. 
the possessor of some eccentricities, and his 
absence without word or letter was thought 
until that time to be due to one of his 
whims. Mrs. Wollensak, who resides at 362 
La Salle avenue, did not know of her hus- 
band’s absence until recently, as Mr. Wol- 
lensak had not been living at home for some 
time prior to his departure. 

A week ago a son of the missing man be- 
gan to make inquiries and learned that his 
father had been last seen several months 
ago In Pasadena, Cal. 

For twenty years Mr. Wollensak was a 
dealer in hardware specialties and amassed 
$300,000. ‘Last fall he retired from business, 
leasing his eight-story building to the Mor- 
ley Bros.“ Saddléry company, retaining only 
the third floor for storage and office room. 

Charlies Wollensak, a brother, who was 
formerly in business with the missing man, 
has returned to the city from New Orleans 
and is said to be engaged in trying to locate

Sumner Hardy Defeats the New-Yorker 
in Straight Sets in the Semi-Final 
Round of the Western Tennis Tour-

It will be Chicago against California in 
the final match for the championship trophy 
of the Western Tennis association at the 
Kenwood Country club today, Kreigh Col- 
lins and Sumner Hardy having won the right 
to play for that trophy by defeating their 
opponents in the semi-final round yesterday. 
The defeat of J. P. Paret, the well-known 
Eastern crack, while not altogether unex- 
pected, was something in the nature of a 
surprise yesterday, for this is the first ap- 
pearance of the Hardy brothers outside the 
Pacific coast, and their merits relative to 
the better known players was largely a mat- 
ter of conjecture. The way both Hardys 
had walked through the tournament without 
losing even one set in the singles made it, 
evident that it would take a lot of tennis to 
defeat them when they were pushed, but no 
one expected Sumner Hardy would have

BUSINESS WORLD, 


STUDY oF FAILURES SHOWS | 
CAUSE FOR ALARX. 


Increase Great, but the Situation Has 
Been Fraaght with Unusual 
ences—Condition of the Various In- 
dustries of the Country and Clear- 
ings of the Week in the Leading 
Cities of the United States and Can- 
of the Cereals. 


New York, July 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

If the great increase in failures to $100,- 
570,134 in the first half of 1900, against $49,- 
664,661 last year, and especially to $43,893,079 
in the second quarter, against $21,695,685 last 
year, gave no occasion for diligent search, 
failure returns would be worth nothing. 

But today it is shown that thirty banking 
failures for $25,822,682, against thirty-one 
last year for $7,601,728, accounted for much 
of the difference; that 265 brokerage and 
real estate failures for $22,122,346, against 
145 of last year for only $2,828,215, accounted 
for another part, and that in building and 
lumber working and trade other large fall- 
ures distinctly connected with those in real 
estate, explain much more of the difference 
between manufacturing and trade failures 
last year and this. 

In these and much less Important changes 
in a few other lines are seen substantially 
all the commercial disasters as yet result- 
ing from an amazing rise in prices last year, 
followed by weary, but largely successful 
efforts during the last few months, to get 
back to normal state of business. 

When this is seen and the remarkable 
steadiness in number and size of the great 
majority of failures not for exceptional 
amounts, there appears ground for especial 
satisfaction that business has been on the 
‘whole so soundly conducted under 
‘tions of unusual danger. 


Tron and Steel Trade. 


The Iron Age makes the output of pig 
283,413 tons weekly July 1, but the decrease 
of 16,000 tons has by this time been exceeded, 
other furnaces having been stopped this 
‘month, and repairs of works and of wage 
geales may yet occupy some weeks. The 
increase of 86,958 tons in stocks unsold im- 
plies decrease in manufacture more than 
double the decrease in output and works of 
five of the great corporations are waiting 
for decline in wages just when the workers 
have looked for increase. 


burg, where quotations have been for some 
time nominal, and Bessemer pig is offered 
there at $16. Structural makers decide not 
to reduce prices, but steel bars there and 
plates at Philadelphia are said to have sold 
at 81. 18 in some cases. The sheet works open 
on Monday with large orders. Coke works, 
about 19 per cent idle, have no demand now, 
and in contracts it is said that even $2.50 
would be shaded. 

Cotton speculation has held the price too 
high for the comfort of foreign spinners, who 
have not provided for all their wants, but 
the arrangement by the Fall River commit- 
tee to close for a month or more a large part 
of the New England milis will clear away 
dispute about the market for goods. 

The woolen manufacturer is in no better 
position, with some of the best mills closed 
in part or wholly on account of the uncer- 
tainty of demand. 

Wool is growing weaker, and is even 
offered by some Western holders at prices 
which were refused not long ago, but the 


be able to sell, and from a temporary idle- 
ness there seems for some no escape. 

Prices of shoes are not quotably weaker, 
but a larger proportion of the makers ap- 
pear disposed to make concessions alreatly 
mentioned as.frequent. So light is new busi- 
ness that jobbers also seem to have modified 
their views. 

Leather grows weaker In tone, though kid 
has held steadily owing to decreased pro- 
duction. Splits are a little lower, but most 
upper leather is comparatively steady. 

‘The end of the crop year has brought the 
usual estimates, which command not more 
confidence than usual. If the country can 
get out of a crop officially called 547,000,000 
bushels all it wants for food and seed and 
200,000,000 bushels for export, with consider- 
able left over in sight, it is the easy infer- 
ence that anxiety is needless. 

There is not evidence as yet, and for some 
time to come cannot be, that injuries sus- 
tained have been as great as some suppose, 

so that alarm is not more necessary than it

As Viewed by Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’ s tomorrow will say 

While: trade is still of only 
volume, the beginnings of improvement in 
demand are apparently becoming visible. The 
improvement is still one of tone rather than 
of actual demand, but with, as seems proba- 
ble, a yield of 540,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
a next to record-breaking yield of corn, and 
a large production of oats, the Western crop 
situation contains many encouraging feat- 
ures. 

The Southern cotton crop has undoubtedly 
suffered, and condition is unprecedentedly 
low for this season of the year, but the acre- 
age planted was a large one, and prices are 
so much higher that a satisfactory financial 
return is confidently looked for. 

In addition, railroad earnings point to the 
maintenance of the business of the country 
at a volume in excess of last year. 

The effort of the big iron and steel con- 
cerns to control prices, if really made, has 
proven abortive and another wholesale 
slashing of quotations is to be reported this 
werk. Production, however, is falling off, 
and increases of furnace stocks, though con- 
siderable, would seem small if renewed ac- 
tivity occurred. 

It is hard to see how lower prices can be 
expected, and it is said that present quota- 
tions are attracting some business, par- 
ticularly at Chicago. 

The situation in cotton goods is an em- 
barrassing one for the manufacturers. Raw 
eotton, old crop, this week reached the high- 
est price in ten years, but nothing like a 
proportionate advance is being secured in 
many finished products. Export trade with 
China has been checked, several mills have 
shut down, and short time during the sum- 
mier has been practically agreed upon by 
the Fall River print cloth mills. . 

A.rather better tone is noted in the dry 
goods market at New York, with symptoms 
of expanding demand, chiefly, however, for 
seasonable goods. Concessions in prices have 
Induced rather freer buying of wool at some 
centers, and the tone of the London sales 
is firmer, but the goods markets show little 
animation. 

The industrial situation is-rather better, 
as a result of agreements upon wages by a. 
number of iron and steel manufacturing con- 
cerns and their employés, Lower prices for 
lumber are apparently inducing more activ 
ity in building, though how much is due to 
this or how much to the settlement of labor 
disturbances is hard to measure.

INDIANA FARMERS PROSPER. 


While the Wheat Crop Is a Short One 
the Loss Is More than Made Good» 
ot Corn. 


Ind., July 13.—[ Special. 
With the wheat crop of Indiana estimated by 
the government at 3,200,000 bushels, the 
lowest in twenty years, and compared toa 
crop of 25,361,175 bushels last year, it might 
seem the farmers would suffer this winter.

VENDING ALLEGED TITLES. 


Disposes of More Tracts in “ District ot 
Lake Michigan” — Chief Kipley 
Doubts if Any Policenien Have 
Bought and Says Those Who Do Are 
Foolish—Lawyer Derides Claim of 
Self-Styled “Sovereign” of the 
North Shore Tract. |

Captain Streeter continued to do busi- 
ness at the Tremont House yesterday, dis- 
posing of several more lots in the District 
of Lake Michigan.“ Purchasers, as he says, 
are not hard to find, even among the keen, 
shrewd men who compose the police force 
of Chicago. Chief Kipley differs somewhat 
in his point of view, and asked if some one 
would not kindly show him “ the policemen 
who were suckers enough to invest their 
money in such a piece of foolishness.” 

Lots in the district are bringing prices, 
according to Captain Streeter, ranging 
from $3,000 to 57,000. But on a deed to one 
lot sold during the day revenue stamps. 
amounting to 50 cents were affixed, indicat- 
ing a transfer for $500. 

Captain Streeter's office was visited by 
several persons who came to secure loea- 
tions in the district.“ Many other visitors 
were simply curious people who did not pur- 
chase, but during the course of the day 
several deeds were made out and recorded. 
An old woman, wearing a dingy shaw! and 
clothes that betokened straitened circum- 
stances, purchased one lot. 


‘Seals It with a Red Seal. 

Captain Streeter and his wife signed 
the deed, after he had been swörn — tes 
notary, and the red seal of the “ District 
of Lake Michigan was affixed. The Cap- 
tain” gave the stamp a heavy blow, as if 
to emphasize the security of the deal. He 
pointed out how the only law which the 
United. States imposes on an independent 
piece af territory was being observed, when 
he put an internal revenue stamp on the doc- | 
ument and canceled it. This was the deed 
that received only a 50-cent stamp. 

Streeter encourages his purchasers to be- 
eve they can occupy their lots whenever 
they please.

Georgetown, Ky., July 138.—[{Special.]—A 
jury has been secured to try Caleb Powers, 
former Secretary of State, under the indict- 
ment charging him with being an accessory 
before the fact to the murder of William 
Goebel. The jury was completed after three 
days’ work, and this afternoon the com- 
monwealth made its statement of the case, 
following it with the introduction of testi- 
mony. The statement for the common- 
wealth was made by Colonel T. C. Campbell, 
and it was a bitter arraignment of all the 
men accused. He spoke fifty-five minutes. 
Powers sat unmoved through the arraign- 
ment. Even when Colonel Campbell told of 
an occasion on the night of Jan. 28, when 
Powers, holding up his right hand, said: 
„Goebel has not as many days to liveas I 
have fingers on my hand,’ a fearfully 
prophetic statement which proved true in 
just four days,“ Powers sat calm and col- 
lected with not even the quiver of an eye- 
lash.

Joliet, III., July 13.—[Special.]—The VII- 
lage of Mokena, in this county, is in a fac- 
tiong! quarrel in which the greater part of 
the population has taken sides. The con- 
test grows out of an action in which John 
Van Horne, a. well-known character, is 
charged with vagrancy. Van Horne be- 
longs to a prominent family in Will County 
and is a first cousin of Sir William Van 
Horne, who was knighted two years ago by 
Queen Victoria for services rendered the 
government in opening up to civilization a 
portion of the Northwest Territory. He was 
formerly President of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad. 

Today a score of Mokena's citizens came | 
to Joliet either to take an active part in the 
case or to watch the proceedings. An in- 
formation was filed with Judge Marshall of 
the County Court charging John Van Horne 
of Mokena with being a vagabond. The 
document further specifies that he is “an 
idle and dissolute person, a common drunk- 
ard, railer, and brawler.” 

Van Horne is an old resident of Mokena 
and well known throughout the county. He 
is a veteran of the civil war and draws a 
pension from the government of $24 a month. 
This sum of $72,obtained every three months, 
sufficed to support the old man and his aged 
wife. Both of them, it is said, indulged in 
frequent bouts of dissipation. When sober 
the old man is inoffensive and peaceable, but 
during his periods of intoxication he in- 
dulges in all manner of excesses and ren- 
ders himself obnoxious to the neighborhood. 


WAIT FOR MAIL FRAUD ORDER. 


Instructions to Open Diploma Mills’ ” 
Letters Not Received from Wash- 
ington Officials. * 


Chicago Postoffice officials have not been 
notified of the decision of Assistant Attorney 
General Tyner that mall of the “ diploma 
milis,“ held by the department in Chicago, 
is to be opened by Inspector Gould and re- 
turned to the writers. The story in Tus 
TRIBUNE from Washington is the only in- 
timation received by the department. 

On June 13 Postmaster Gordon recetved 
instructions from the Attorney General to 
hold all mail recetved for the National Law 
School, the Independent Medical College, 
the Metropolitan Medical College, and J. 
Armstrong of Chicago. Letters piled up 
in the office at the rate of seventy-five a 
day. This mail is now held at substations. 

Inspector Gould is in Washington, and may 
be the bearer of the Attorney General's or- 
der when he comes. 

In general, however, ft was said that the 
Postoffice department has no authority to 
open letters save in the Dead Letter office 
in Washington. When letters are inter- 
cepted, if they have a return address on the 
envelope, they are sent back to the writer. 
In case of agreement-between the Postoffice 
department and the addressees of these 
letters, however, it was sald that they might 
be opened in the presence of the Inspector 
and disposed of in the manner agreed upon.

Told It Was on Mayor’s Order. 


Before the Finance committee met im the 
afternoon Alderman Pike of the Second 
Ward went to Controller Kerfoot and asked 


how it was that all the street cleaning forces 


im the Second Ward except the ward euper- 

intendent had been laid off, and was told it 

was on the Mayor’s order so that expenses 

could be reduced. Alderman Pike went di- 
rect to the meeting of the committee, told 
what had been told him, and added: 


“If the Mayor and the Controller are the 


whole thing in this administration it is about 
time this committee stopped holding meet- 
ings amd the AMermen attended to their pri- 
vate business. I have something elee to 
do than come around the City Hall H there 
no work for me to do here.” ’ 


Ask Controller to Produce List. 
The committee took the matter up at once 


and sent not only for Controller Kerfoot but 


the heads of all the departments in which 
cuts had teen ordered. When the Con- 
troller appeared he was asked to produce the 
list of reductions which had been agreed on 
between him and the Mayor, and he at first 
refused to do so on the ground that it was de- 
sired by Mr. Harrison that the list be kept 
secret. 

After some plain talk, however, the 
Controller promised the list would be fur- 
nished the committee on Monday claiming it 
was not yet fully agreed on. Then the Con- 
troller was asked why ft was necessary to 
make the cuts he had been ordering, and he 
replied that the reductions in real estate 
assessments made or contemplated by the 
Board of Review would make them impera- 
tive. 

“But the heaviest cut the Board of Re- 
view has yet made and the heaviest it will 
make is 30 per cent on the West Side,” re- 
plied Alderman Bennett, “ and yet you want 
to cut the appropriations 40 per cent. It is 
certain there will be an increase in personal 
property taxation which will largely make 
up the reduction in real estate. It seems to 
me as if there is a great deal of bunco 
in your position.“ 


Tells Kerfoot He Is to Blame. 


To this the Controller replied that the ap- 
propriations had been too large at the start, 
and this/brough§ out from Alderman Powers 
the answer: 

“The appropriations were made on your 
own estimates as to the city’s income, and 
if they are too large you are the person to 
be blamed for it.“ ‘

DAMAGES FOR A BAD NIGHT. 

A man traveling from Cleveland to New 
York ought a sleeping car berth. When 
he went to take possession of it he found 
somebody else in it. Through some over- 
sight it had been sold twice. As all the 
other ‘berths were occupied, this victim of 
a blunder had to sit up all night in a day 
coach. When he got to New York he sued 
the company for damages. He got judg- 
ment for 8750. The application of the de- 
fendant for a new trial has just been refused 
on the ground that the judgment is not 
excessive in view of the -discomforts the 
plaintiff had to submit to in sleeping in an 
uncomfortable posture in a day coach.

Now come the courts and declare 
that a sleeping car company, by reason of 
the blunder of one of whose employés a 
man has spent an uncomfortable night, must 
pay him $750. Where is this progressive 
fondness for comfort of Americans to stop?

He went to New York from Boston, a 
poor and uneducated boy, and spent his 
whole business life in that district, rising 
from the lowest to the highest position, 
By thrift, industry, and business sagacity 
he accumulated a fortune estimated at 
$6,000,000, one-half of which he has left 
as above enumerated, the residue being 
devised*to his executors. He had no fam- 
ily, lived in a frugal way, and was never 
seen in society. Few people in New York 
knew there was such a man, and even 
those who were acquainted with him were 
not aware he was a multi-millionaire. His 
existence was scarcely known until the 
contents of his will were made public. 

It is evident that Mr. Fayerweather, as 
he approached the close of his life and 
looked back upon his career, determined 
to return to the community a large part 
of the money which it had given him 
the opportunity to accumulate, and that

OF LABOR MAJORITIES. 

With assuring energy the Ethical World 
of London demands that in English munici- 
palities where advanced labor members have 

ained a majority, and have inaugurated a 

bor policy involving an eight-hour day, a 
minimum weekly wage and direct employ- 
ment as against the contract system, these 
majorities shall set themselves to the dif- 
cult but imperative task of maintaining a 
proper tone and spirit of fidelity among 
employés. 

The fact is recited that in the West Ham 
Town Council, whose district is an exten- 
sion of working class East London, and 
which now comprises a majority of advanced 
labor members, the adoption of the policy 
indicated has led to disappointment. The 
higher motives among workmen which 
should have been evoked by the displace- 
ment of tlie profit-making contractor by the 
considerate community as employer, and 
should have induced a superior fidelity in 
service, have not been manifested to the 
degree expected, but instead there has ap- 
peared a disposition to regard the public 
service as something to be exploited. Labor 
majorities are accordingly warned that this 
“trail of Tammany” will endanger the 
whole policy in question, and are sum- 
moned to manifest in the practical applica- 
| tion of their principles tact and skill com- 
mensurate with their fluency in advocating 
them from the platform. 

It is not to be expected that workmen 
engaged in the public employ shall be funda- 
mentally more high-minded than those in 
private employ. It should be expected, 
however, that they would realize in their 
position a peculiar responsibility to live up 
to the improved. conditions which they en- 
joy, and it is appropriate that labor majori- 
ties in such bodies should consider them- 
selves charged with the duty of promoting 
this sense of responsibility. 

Indeed, it is well known that when the 
London County Council, in the early part 
of the decade, determined to extend direct 
employment in its public work, as against 
the contract system, John Burns, as a labor 
member of that body, was frequently be- 
side the men in the sewer building—which 
was the first line of constructive work en- 
tered upon—not only watching the character 
of the work done but in appropriate ways 
reminding the men that the cause of direct 
employment was on trial at their hands. 

The application of principles is a nicer 
matter than their platform exposition, and 
the increasing representation of labor on 
governing bodies in Europe, in its general 
effort to establish direct labor and 
standard conditions of employment in all 
public work, is challenged with the task 
of awakening and promoting among public 
employés a sense of duty as well as of right. 


SLAUGHTER OF THE INNOCENTS. 

Ever since and even before Herod is- 
sued his historic decree children so small 
that they are unable to protect themselves 
have been the favorite prey of those who 
stop at nothing in their efforts to make 
money. 

Today and in Chicago one method is 
that of selling milk which has been treat- 
ed with formaldehyde to prevent it from 
souring. Health authorities declare that 
its presence in milk which may be fed 
to infants is extremely dangerous, Even 
on adults its effects in such a form may 
be serious, to say nothing of the fact that 
milk the freshness of which is preserved 
by such a powerful chemical cannot be 
wholesome, 

The City Health department announces 
that it is ready to bring suits against a 
number of dealers who are in the habit 
of adulterating their milk with formalin, 
the solution of formaldehyde, and other 
chemicals, and it is tg be hoped that these 
cases will be vigorously prosecuted. No 
minor offenders are more dangerous to 
society than those who sell adulterated 
food, and the danger becomes greater and 
more serious when it is the food of in- 
fants which is tampered with. 

The dealers against whom these charges 
are brought declare, so it is reported, that 
the presence of formaldehyde in milk can- 
not be detected, and, therefore, they are 
certain that the cha of the Health 
department will fall. If they take this 
ground they will be as good as convicted 
so far as public sentiment is concerned, 
It will be taken as practically the same 
thing as a plea of guilty with a corollary 
in the shape of “ but you can’t prove it.” 

The honest milk dealers of the city owe 
it to themselves and to the public to aid 
the department in the exposure and convic- 
tion of the men who are trying to make a 
little extra money at the risk of human life.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF TRACKS. 

That the formal approval by the special 
Street Railway committee of the idea of 
municipal ownership of car tracks should 
have provoked so little adverse comment 
is probably due in no small degree to the 
character of the men thus indorsing this 
principle. If extensions of public func- 
tions could always be associated with men 
of experience, executive capacity, and 


public spirit, the objections thereto would 


largely disappear. 

In taking the action indicated the com- 
mittee was responding to the specific di- 
rection contained in the resolutions under 


the feasibility and practicability of the 
municipal ownership of street railways in 
this city, and the terms and conditions 


tablished.” Its action was only of a pre- 
liminary nature, however, and did not 
involve consideration of any definite plan 
of procedure. It merely declared that 
municipal ownership of the tracks should 
be provided for or made optional with 
the city at the expiration of a certain 
period in any disposition effected of the 
extension problem. 

As recited in the resolutions referred to, 
“the question of municipal ownership of 
street railways is engrossing public at- 
tention and finds many advocates among 
citizens having the interest of the city 
at heart.” The typical feature of con- 
temporary street railway development in 
Great Britain is the passing over of the 
tramway service, including both owner- 
ship and operation, from private into public 
hands. Furthermore, the fact that, after 
experiments in this line extending back in 
the case of Glasgow to 1894 and in one 
or two other cities into the 808, the 
tendency in that country toward mu- 
nicipalization ” is probably stronger today 
than it has ever been before, indicates that 
public authorities regard those experiments 
as promising. | 

In this country, however, we have, until 
recently, had no experiments of this sort 
except the Brooklyn bridge car lines. But

An attempt 
was made also a year ago to municipalize 
the street railways of Detroit, including 
operation, although the project was de- 
clared unconstitutional. Provisions are 
likewise found in some of our own ordi- 
nances and frequently appear in street rail- 
way ordinances of other cities and in city 
charters looking to the acquisition of street 
car lines by the municipal authorities at 
the expiration of specified grants, 

In the main there is a disposition among 
men of affairs to regard the policy of 
municipalization as one to be determined 
for each case on groynds of expediency 
rather than by a theoretical dogma, and 
the ultimate test of a given proposition 
is, therefore, “How will it work?“ If 
the public could be assured that rapid 
transit would be kept free of politics and 
would be administered with as much con- 
scientious ability as is represented on the 
committee mentioned above, apprehension 
as to how it would “work” would be 
rapidly reduced. | 

At any rate, since the proposal of the com- 
mittee apparently contemplates at most only 
an option om the part of the city at some fu- 
ture time to acquire the physical property in 


question, there seems to be no cause for | 


immediate alarm, even on the part of the

The passage of: this law has caused deep 
depression in the ranks of the commercial 
classes and the radical parties. They be- 
lieve it foreshadows a general attack upon 
commercial freedom, and argue that there is 
as much justification for a special tax upon 
big factories or big farms as there is fora 
tax upon large mercantile establishments. 


Demand for Other Taxes. 

There is, in fact, a demand for a discrim- 
inating tax against large flouring mills. 
The smaller millers plead that they cannot 
stand the competition and the Agrarians say 
that the big mills purchase American and 
Russian wheat rather than German. 

They do not admit the claim of the millers 
that the imported grain is preferred because 
of its better quality or that flour can be im- 
proved by mixing imported and domestic 
grain. : 

The department store tax is admittedly in 
the interest of special single line stores 
and small tradesmen generally. The 
Finance Minister and Vice President of the 
Prussian ministry, Dr. Johannes von 
Miquel, who, by' the way, has just celebrated 
the tenth anniversary of his term of office, 
did not undertake to defend the measure as 
the expression of the permanent policy of 
the state to render department stores im- 
possible. He said it was designed to give 
the small tradesmen and the single line 
shops a breathing spell in which to organize 
associations for the purpose of purchasing 
as cheaply as the department stores are able 
to do and for mutual assistance in other 

Will Not Diminish Competition. 

No one really anticipates that the law will 
diminish the competition of the department 
stores or will be of any real assistance to 
the small tradesmen. 

One of the results it has already had is 
to cause “single line shops which have 
hitherto handled articles which are now 
classified under different categories to begin 
to reduce their stocks in those articles 
which would form. a second class, and con- 
sequently subject them to the tax that was 
devised for their enemies. : 

The department store managers have al- 
ready notified manufacturers, seamstresses, 
and other persons from whom they have 
been procuring the various articles dealt in 
by them or made for them that such per- 
sons will be expected to bear the tax. It is 
questionable whether the manufacturers 
can be forced to do this, but there ts an 
army of more or less dependent people 
whose entire output is taken by a single 
department store, and it seems beyond 
doubt that they will be the principal suf- 
ferers. 

The tax will be collected for the year 
1901 for the first time. Department stores 
which are now in existence will pay only 
t year. 
| Scheme of Taxation. 

The bil} divides articles of retail trade into 


four categories. Whoever sells articles in 
two or more classes must pay the tax, pro- 


| vided his sales exceed 400,000 marks an- 


nually. | 

Branch establishments are reckoned as 
part of a single business. Mail order busi- 
ness is taxed like sales in the shop.

QUEER PHENOMENON IN ITALY. 


Strange Light Visible in Berbenno 
Which Is Unaffected by the Wind, 
but Vanishes Before Man. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF PHE CHICAGO

GENEVA, June 25.—The psychological 
journals are now occupying themselves with 
a curious phenomenon, which for some years 
past has happened at Berbenno, an Italian 
village. Nearly every night is seen in a cer- 
tain locality a little wandering flame, usu- 
ally white, sometimes colored. 

The flame is first perveived at a certain 
place on the road. It moves to a spot where 
two roads cross, and there seems to be trans- 
formed into a sort of pale cloud, perfectly 
visible even by moonlight. This cloud pene- 
trates into a vineyard before the parsonage 
of the village, where it rests some time in 
obscurity, afterwards retaking the road. As 
it issues from the vines, it assumes a re- 
markable size, sometimes to a height of 
three feet, and resembles a magnesium light 
of bright blue color. The flame continues 
its march along the road, frequently chang- 
ing in color, until it is finally lost in another 
vineyard. Occasionally are seen three 
flames, rising from different directions, 
which meet among the vines, and form a 
large, luminous globe. 

This flame flies from man. It suffices to 
approach it to see it fly rapidly away. Its 
movements are erratic. Sometimes it scrapes 
along the ground with a mad rush, then it 
will stop suddenly. Again it will hide behind 
the trunk of a tree. Winds have no effect 
upon it. It marches against the wind to fol-

Street Car Abuses. 


Chicago, July 12.—[{Editor of The Tribune.] 
The announcement made yesterday by Presiden 
Roach of the Union ‘Traction company relative to 
increase of pay for their employés is undoubtedly 
a step in the right direction. 

Some of the don't for employés are of in- 
terest to the traveling public, particularly the 
order reading passengers should receive transfers 
when they ask for them, without display of tem- 
per, even if they have before refused.“ It is 
difficult to believe that this order is made in good 
faith, or that it is expected to be observed, be- 


greatly restrict the issuance 
arbitrary manner. For instance, the Milwaukee 
avenue line and the Robey street line formerly 
interchanged transfers; now they do not in either 
direction. Result:- Many more nickels for the 
street car company. 

In the Twenty-seventh Ward I was recently com- 
pelled to pay three fares withing thirty minutes, 
going in a practically continuous direction, yet all 
the nickels ultimately reached the same treasury. 
This is an imposition on the poor people of this 
ward, nine-tenths of whom are laborers, and, es 
the ward has at least one active and clean-cut 
Alderman, it seems strange that a determined 
effort is not made to remedy the abuse. 

Throughout the entire system it is impossible 
to know in advance whether a transfer will be 
issued from one line to another on account of the 
arbitrary orders issued from time to time, seem- 
ingly changed without rule or reason, but always 
in one direction—that of compelling the payment 
of additional fares without Increasing or improv- 
ing the service. 

In some of the charters now controlled by the 
consolidation are provisions compelling the issu- 
ance of transfers on the order of the Mayor. In 
others there are provisions compelling transfers 
to all intersecting lines, but both these provisions 
are ignored. Here is an excellent opportunity for 
the Mayor to be of real gervice to thousands of 
poor and voiceless people, who are being daily 
robbed in violation of the charter rights of the 
companies. In more than one case the company 
has sought to evade the provision ap licable to 
intersecting lines by leaving a gap of 50 or 100 
fect, with another car service on the other side. 
This is equivalent to tearing up and removing a 
hundred feet, say at Thirty-ninth street, and 
compelling people on State street or Cottage 
Grove avenue to pay another fare on the other 
side; in other words, it is a mere trick to evade 
a charter on. I commend this abuse to the 
consideration of the Council and the Mayor, who 
have the power to remedy it. C. F. SHUBY.

Lola Montez under his roof in the royal 
palace, whereupon his subjects arose in in- 
surrection against him and compelled him to 
abdicate in favor of his son, Maximilian II. 
Maximilian had been forced into a marriage 
with Princess Marie of Prussia, and as his 
wife belonged to a dynasty that he abhorred 
he made a point throughout his reign of vent- 
ing upon her all the sentiments of hatred 
and of spite that he entertained for the 
reigning house of Prussia. Indeed, so no- 
torious was her wretchedness that she used 
to be known as Mater Dolorosa. In the 
vain hope of ingratiating herself with her hus- 
band she abandoned the Lutheran Church, 
to which she belonged by birth, and became 
a convert to Roman Catholicism. This, of 
course, served to estrange her from all her 
relatives at Berlin, while the cup of her un- 
happiness may be said to have overflowed 
when her younger son, the present King, 
Otto, became afflicted with incurable insan- 
ity, and her eldest son, the late King Louis 
of Bavaria, after being placed under re- 
straint as a dangerous lunatic, met with a 
violent and tragic death in 1886. 

The curse seems to have extended to even 
those who were merely destined to become 
Queens of Bavaria. For Princess Sophia of 
Bavaria, whose ment to King Louis 
was broken off by the latter on the eve of the 
1 for the wedding through the 
intrigues of a lady of the court of Munich, 
spent a portion of the remainder of her life 
in an insane asylum, contracted a notorious- 
ly loveless marriage with the French Bour- 


1 bon Duke of Alencon, and finally perished in 
the flames at the time of the destruction by 


fire of the Charity Bazaar at Paris. | 

What fate is in store for young Princess 
Gabrielle, the bride of last Wednesday? It is 
difficult to make any predictions, and the 
only thing in favor of her escaping the mis- 
ery of the former Queens of Bavaria is that 
her marriage to Prince Rupert is in every 
sense of the word a love match, his own 
parents, as well as hers, having put every 
conceivable obstacle in the way of the young 
lovers. 

From Vienna I hear that the attempts to 
bring about a reconciliation between the 
King of the Belgians and his daughter 
Stephanie, ex-Crown Princess of Austria 
and now Countess of Lonyay, have fallen 
through and that there is now less hope of 
any settlement of their differences than ever 
before. The King, in deference to the en- 
treaties of Pope Leo, conveyed to him

through that young Prince Croy who is a 
prelate in the Papal household, had consent- 
ed to meet his daughter and Count Lonyay 
at Gastein, and apartments in the same hotel 
and on the same floor had been secured for 
the Belgian monarch and for the ex-Crown 
Princess and her husband, so as to enable 
them to see as much of one another as pos- 
sible. The King arrived at Gastein in due 
course, and his daughter and her husband 
started from Vienna to join him. But just 
as she was stepping into the train at Vienna 
a telegram was handed to her which dis- 
turbed her greatly, and by the time that St. 
Poelten was reached, that being the first stop 


ot the express train, she had become so ill 


that she was forced to interrupt her journey 
and to return on the following day to her 
home near Vienna. It is stated that the tele- 
gram in question was from her father and to 
the effect that while he was ready to forgive 
his daughter for having married despite his 


commands, and to receive her, yet that he 


had no intention whatsoever of restoring to 
cher her title of Royal Highness, and that if 
she intended presenting any demand for the 
restoration of this title it would be better for 
them not to meet. The ex-Crown Princess 
has, therefore, not seen her father and hot 
been restored to favor, but remains at her 
modest and unpretentious villa at Kalks- 
burg, near Vienna. 

In order to understand the present position 
of the ex-Crown Princess, who, despite her 
affection for her husband, cannot bring her- 
self to accept her father’s conditions that she 
should voluntarily rehounce her birthright 
as a Princess of the reigning house of 
Belgium and descend to the rank of her 
husband, becoming a mere noblewoman, it 
must be explained that as long as King 
Leopold does not give his official consent to 
her marriage the latter remains, according 
to the terms of the Belgian constitution and 
in the eyes of the Belgian law, null and void 
--that is to say, in the eyes of the Belgian 
e of juris- 
prudence, the Princess is living in a condi- 
tion of questionable and unlawful intimacy 
with Count Lonyay. This being the case, it 
naturally follows that Stephanie, who sev- 
ered. her connection with the reigning house 
of Austria on her remarriage and ceased 
ipso facto to be a member of the imperial 
family of Hapsburg, cannot be received 
either at the qourt of Vienna or at any other 
monarchical court of Europe under present 
circumstances. In fact, the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, has declined to see Count Lonyay 
even privately or to permit him to meet any 
of the members of the imperial family. 
Archduchess Valerie, the youngest daughter 
of the Emperor, who is one of the most kind- 
hearted of women and exceedingly happily 
married, was moved by sympathy for her 
former sister-in-law to invite the latter and 
Count Lonyay to stay with herself and her 
husband at her country seat, Walsee. But 
as soon as ever the Emperor heard of it he 
immediately put his veto on the visit, and 
Stephanie, who had already driven to the 
station at Vienna to take the train for 
Walsee, was forced to return home again. 
Stephanie has not been even allowed to pre- 
sent her husband to her daughter, the Arch- 
duchess Elisabeth, and will continue to be 
subject to the same ostracism on the part of 
the imperial family and court at Vienna, and 
on the part of every other court of Europe, 
until her father, King Leopold, gives his 
constitutional approval to her marriage and 
thereby renders it legal. 


‘In fact, Stephanie and her husband are 
much in the same position as Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia and his wife, Countess 
Torby. Queen Victoria, understanding that 
their union was of a morganatic character, 
invited the Grand Duke and Countess Torby 
to dine at Balmoral, but was horrified to re-

woman, she secures the official approval of 
her father to her marriage, which is needed 
in order to render it a legal union.
